1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claimsrrejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Winnerl et al (5148250). 
Winner! et al teaches in figures 1-7, a bipolar transistor protective element. 

8) A transistor 83 (figure 4) contains two emitters E1,E2. The second emitter connects 
to an ESD (high voltage) element (MOS). 

9) Pad E/A 

10) E2 connects to Vss (ground). 
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3. Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1 -7, 1 2-20 are allowed. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Lane et al., Taralp, Agiman, Wood et al., Curtis, English et al., Lee et al and Aberle et al 
are cited to illustrate similar esd or dual-emitter protection circuits..
